Racing Auto, Built to Carry Three, 


Dashes Down Hill With Seven 


Men at Colorado Springs.

Colorado Springs, Col., Sept. 17.—A 


powerful racing automobile occupied 
by seven prominent Elks and a chauf- 
feur a'nd built to hold but three pas- 
sengers, while running at a terrific 
rate, crashed into a telephone pole at 
the bottom of the West 
Huerfonc 


street hill here early today and was 
wrecked. Four of the occupants were 
hilled outright and the others were 
more or less seriously hurt. 


The bodies of the dead were man- 


gled almost beyond recognition.

For fully 
fifty feet the heavy car plunged on- 
ward, the right front and rear wheels 
running in the gutter and the two left 
wheels a foot higher on the curb. Sud- 
denly the right front wheel

some object and the machine, turning 
around, was 
thrown a distance of 


about forty-five feet down the hill. 
The ear probably would have been 
whirled down the hill for a. greater 
distance but 
for a telephone 
pole, 


which barred the way, and it was this 
pole that probably caused the deatK 
of two and possibly three of the vic- 
tims. 
Grey was precipitated out of 


the car and jammed against the tele- 
phone pole. 
The entire left side of 


his face was flattened and his skull 
was laid open, the impact tearing the 
top of his head almost in two. 


Ralston 
evidently 
was

against the pole or against the board 
fence on the other side of the walk. 
His skull was fractured, as was that of 
Winnal.

Much Opposition tS New In- 


strument and H May 


Be Eepudiated. 


Chicago, Sept. 17.—A special elec- 


tion was held here today for the pur- 
pose of determining whether or not 
the new charter granted to the city 
of Chicago at -the last session of the 
legislature should 'be adopted. 
For 


many years Chicago has labored un- 
der the disadvantage of an inadequate 
system of raising revenue, the present 
charter being adapted to the needs or 
a city of over not one-fourth the size 
of Chicago at present. The new char- 
ter provides for a change in the meth- 
ods of taxation, doing away with a 
number of different taxing boards and 
concentrating the power of tax levy 
for city, park, school and library pur- 
poses in the city council. 


Provides for Referendum. 


The proposed charter also provides 


that the city may by a referendum 
vote issue bonds up to 5 per cent, of 
the total actual valuation of taxable 
property in the city and consolidates 
into one the 
three 
park 
systems, 


which 
will 
be conducted unrtor a 


board appointed by th-i mayor ami ap- 
proved by the council. 


At the present time the state of Illi- 


nois has a large voice in the manage- 
ment of the Chicago park systems, al- 
though it contributes nothing what- 
ever for their support. 


If the new charter carries, the city 


will be divided into fifty wards, each 
of which will be represented in the 
city council by one alderman with a 
salary of $3,500. 


All long term public utility grants 


must be submitted to the people on 
a referendum vote, if a petition to 
that effect is presented by 10 per cent 
of the voters. 


Much Opposition to Charter. 


There is great opposition 
to the 


adoption of the charter, chiefly be- 
cause of the 
power 
of .the taxing 


bodies to levy taxes on property as 
high as 7 per cent, of the assessed val- 
uation. Beyond this, no further taxes 
can be levied. 
The possibilities of 


increased taxes jinder' the new char- 
ter are so great, however, that there 
is a strong opposition to its adoption. 


It is expected that the vote today 


will he about one-half of that at an 
ordinary city election.' The general 
opinion" seemed to be early in the day 
that the vote was going against the 
adoption of tie charter. '

The 
vote today is to determine whether 
prohibition shall be extended over 
Oklahoma, as well as Indian territory.

engaged in certain business in New 
Bedford and had been in frequent 
communication with his associates in 
New York. 


President Winsor, of the First Na- 


tional bank of New Bedford, stated 
that he had conversed with Mr. Rog- 
ers at the bank, but said that it was. 
not upon business matters. 
Several 


witnesses admitted 
that 
they had 


talked with Mr. Rogers within the last 
few weeks, but all declared that he 
was much changed. 


In support of the claim that Mr. 


Rogers was too ill to appear. Urban 
H "Broushton. son-in-law of Mr. Rog- 
ers, said"that since July 22. when Mr. 
Rogers was taken ill in New York, his 
father-in-law 
had 
been 
unable 
to 


transact any business, and that soon 
after that date Mr. Rogers told him 
that he must pick up all his business 
and carry on affairs to the best, of his 
ability and knowledge, and that he 
would not hold him responsible for 
any mistakes. 


Relatives Urge His Illness. 


At this time Mr. Broughton testified 


that the physicians had refused to al- 
low Mr. Rogers to see any members 
of the family, not excepting his wife. 
He admitted that once in August his 
father-in-law had talked with John D. 
4rchbold, of the Standard Oil com- 
pany, but it was v.pon business. 
At 


pres'ent. he testified, that Mr. Rogers' 
face is distorted on the right side, the 
left side of his body is out of its nat- 
ural position, and his speech is af- 
fected. 
. 
Henry H. Rogers, jr.. corroborated 


his brother-in-law in many respects. 
He said that there had been only a 
slight improvement in his father's 
condition since July and that the only 
business he had dons was to sign 
three blank checks and give a power 
of attorney 
to open 
n safe deposit 


vault in New York. He refused to 
discuss anything of importance and 
ordinary matters worried him. 


The last witness was Dr. Truman 


Pratt, who told the 
court that he 


could not state exactly what would be 
the ultimate result of th) attack last 
July nor to what it was due.

paralytic shock. Dr. Pratt refused to 
sav in answer to questions by the op- 
posing.counsel whether Mr. Rogers' 
condition or reluctance to testify in 
the Massachusetts suit was due to his 
fear that he might be called upon to 
give evidence in the case of the gov- 
ernment against the Standard Oil 
company.

A secret society organized within 


the student body of any public school 
in Indiana, elementary or high, is xm- 
lawful. 
It is more than that. It is 


on many accounts a nuisance and on 
other accounts a drag upon school 
work and a healthy school life. With- 
in recent years the high schools of 
this and many other states have be- 
come much infested with the Greek 
letter fraternities organized and con- 
ducted as nearly as maybe after the 
manner of such student organizations 
in the colleges and universities of 
tho country. For several years lead- 
ing educators in the public schools 
throughout the country have been 
taking an increasingly serious notice 
of this latter-day development in pub- 
lic school life. With practical unan- 
imity they have condemned it and 
taken moderate measures to stamp it 
out. The last Indiana legislature, at 
the behest of the state board of edu- 
caion and numerous high school edu- 
cators and school officials throughout 
the state, passed an act making it un- 
lawful for students to form secret so- 
cieties or fraternal organizations of 
any sort in the elementary and high 
schools. No penalty is provided save 
expulsion from school of such as vio- 
late the provisions of the act. The 
authorities of the high schools of sev- 
eral Indiana cities have already en- 
countered trouble and embarrassment 


arising from the defiance of pupils 
who have persisted in violating this 
law. 


The law must be made more dras- 


tic, made adequate to reach and abol- 
ish the evil at which it is aimed. 
Whatever excuse there may be for 
the existence in 'ie student body of 
colleges and univei ities of secret fra- 
ternities, that excuse does not reside 


i in any conditions to be found in tho 


public schools. 
Educators are agreed 


that thc-so fraternities are a serious 
interference with capable, progressive 
and useful work in school. They in- 
troduce into the school n multitude 
of activities that handicap the stu- 
dent in his labors and distract both 
attention and effort from that for 
which public schools are maintained 
and tho pupils sent into them. 


There is. however, a more serious 


phase of the matter than that. Be- 
sides being subversive of a correct 
discipline in the school secret frater- 
nalism in the public schools is de- 
structive of that fine spirit of Ameri- 
man democracy of which our public 
schools have been the nursery bed 
for a century. It fosters a nasty 
spirit of snobbishness, sets up artifi- 
cial social distinctions between the 
"frats" and the "barbs," and creates 
a school caste that should have no 
place in any American institution of 
learning. The high school fraternity 
at its very best is but an absurd aping 
of the college or university secret so- 
ciety upon which it is modeled and 
without the latter's reason for being. 


Vigorous procedure under the law 


as it is we believe will be adequate to 
abolish this nonsense if school au- 
thorities will address themselves to 
the imperative task as they should. 
If the law be found seriously wanting 
in length to reach the evil, a new leg- 
islature little more than a year hence 
will be ready to supply all present 
shortcomings.

in Standard Oil Hear- 


ing in New York. 


New York. Sept. 17.—Profits aggre- 


gating $430,315,834, were made by the 
Standard Oil company in the seven 
years from 189S to 1906. Testimony 
to this effect was given by Assistant 
Comptroller Fay of the company in 
the federal hearing here today. 
In 


the same period the company's gross 
assets increased from $220,791,62S to 
$371,664,531- 
This is the first time 


the company's earnings have 
been 


made public. 


DETAILS OF THE HEARING. 


New 
York, Sept. 17.—Testimony 


was heard today in the federal suit 


" against the Standard Oil company of 
New Jersey. The hearing in the fed- 
eral suit which was brought in St. 
Louis last December has been twice 
adjourned at the request of the coun- 
sel for the defendants. 


- In the meantime, however, Frank B. 
Kellogg, who is "in charge of ,the gov- 
ernment's case, has obtained many 
books and .papers from the Standard 
Oil company which have enabled him 
to proceed expeditiously with the case. 
Mr. Kellogg intimated today that the 
government would also inquire into 
the character and nature of holdings 
of the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey as well as its 
affiliations, if 


any, 
with railroads. 


-The United States government has 


named not only the Standard Oil com- 
panv of New Jersey as defendant, but 
also" seventy subsidiary companies of 
the main corporation and the follow- 
ing individuals: John D. Rockefeller, 
William Rockefeller, Henry H. Rogers, 
Henry M. Flagler, Oliver H. Payne, 
Charles H. Pratt and John D. Arch- 
bold. 
Only William G. Rockefeller 
and 


Charles M. Pratt 
have been sub- 


poenaed to appear before the hearing, 
though Mr. Kellogg may subpoena the 
others later. 
Other Concerns Owned by Standard. 
Mr. Kellogg says that statements or- 


deredby federal subpoenas will 
be 


useO to show that a large number of 
corporations are owned and directed 
by the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey. That other corporations are 
similarly involved, he will prove by di- 
rect testimony, he says. 


Not all of the statements called for 


by the subpoenas have been received 
but Mr. Kellogg expects them today. 
The taking of testimony before ex- 
Judge Ferris in this city will take at 
least two weeks. 
About twenty-five 


witnesses have been -subpoenaed and 
many more may: be callsd. 
- 


E. C. Benedict Witness. 


W-hen the hearing was called today 


before. former Judge Franklin Ferris 
sitting as-special master, B..C/-Bene- 
dict,: of Greenwich,:.Coun.,.:was called 
as the first witness.' 


Questioned by Mr. Kellog. Mr. Bene- 


dict said that' he and Anthony M 
Brady owned the Manhattan oil com- 
pany, which had an oil producing plant 
near Galatea, Ohio. 
Mr. Benedict 


said there was a pipe line connected 
with the company. Refreshing his 
memory from a slip of paper, he said 
that', in October 1898 he sold 5,175 
shares of Manhattan oil stock at $100 
a share. He could not recall who was 
the purchaser of the stock. 
At the 


time he disposed of the stock he sold 
$286,000 of the company's bonds. He 


had. 
no negotiations with the affiliated 


companies regarding the sale. 
Mr. 


Benedict said he did not know whether 
the .Manhattan oil company went into 
the possession of the Solar Refining 
company. He had taken an interest 
in-the Manhattan company because he 
was' interested in several gas compa- 
nies: and- desired-to have a working 
connection between the gas companies 
and. the oil companies. Later Mr. 
Benedict said he sold his interests in 
the- gas company. Questioned by Mr. 
Kellogg, -Mr. Benedict said that the 
Standard oil company had furnished 
oil to the gas companies after the 


Manhattan oi! company £a<! b£<?B dis- 
posed of. 


Mr. Benedict could not recall if he 


had made any objections to Anthony 
N. Brady to selling out to the Standard 
oil company. 
Mr. Kellogg asked the 


witness to produce later the contract 
between the Manhattan company and 
the gas companies. Mr. Benedict -was 
not cross examined. 


"Pratt Not Wet! Informed. 


Charles M. Pratt, a director of the 


Standard oil company followed Mr. 
Benedict on the witness stand. Mr. 
'ratt said he had been an officer of 
he Standard oil company since 1899, 
s now secretary and has charge of the 
company's books. Mr. Kellogg showed 
he witness a list of securities held 
>y the Standard Oil company on Sept. 
14th, 1907, which had been furnished 
on subpoena by the company. 
Mr. 


Pratt said the list was made up in the 
comptroller's office and he could not 
;ay whether 
the statement shown 


lim was correct or not. 


"As secretary of the Standard Oil 


company, do you know anything as to 
he acquisitions of other companies" 
he was asked. 


"Not necessarily' replied Mr. Pratt, 


who further stated that his know- 
edge of the co mpany's holdings was 
only general. Asked if the Standard 
oil company controlled the Ohio Oil 
company, the witness replied that it 
did. Mr. Pratt said that the Standard 
owned 4,994 shares of stock of the So- 
ar Refining company, which was all 
DUt six shares of the company's entire 
stock issue. Mr. Kellogg then asked 
Mr. Pratt to produce statements show- 
ing the officers and directors of the 
Standard Oil company, and of all its 
subsidiaries together with the officers 
and directors of all companies in 
which the Standard Oil company Bad 
a stock: interest. 
Mr. Kellogg also 


asked for a statement of capitaliza- 
tions of the various companies. 


Officer of Kentucky: Concern. 


Mr. Pratt, referring to his duties in 


the Standard Oil company said that he 
was an officer of the Standard Oil 
company of Kentucky, whose princi- 
pal business was the distribution of 
oil south of the Ohio river. He said 
the Kentucky company obtained its 
oil chiefly from the Standard Oil com- 
pany of Indiana. 


Clarence G. Fay assistant comptrol- 


ler of the Standard, followed Mr. Prair. 
on the stand. He was shown the state- 
ment furnished by the Standard com- 
pany showing its stockholding on Sept. 
14, 1907, and stated that the list was 
correct. Mr. Kellogg asked the wit- 
ness to make up and produce a sup- 
plemental 
statement 
showing 
the 


stocks acquired each, year 
between 


1899 and 1904. Adjournment was tak- 
en until afternoon. 


Mr. Kellogg questioned the witness 


at some length about the C. M. Pratt 
Investment company, the stock of

Judge Ai*j» B. Parker, former demo- 
crat*', candidate for president of the 
United States, and Samuel W. McCall, 
member of congress from Massachu- 
setts, made the principal speeches at 
the constitutional day celebration at 
the Jamestown exposition today. The 
ceremonies were in commemoration 
of the 120th anniversary of the adop- 
tion of the federal constitution by the 
constitutional convention of 1787 over 
which George Washington presided. 
The weather was ideal and the at- 
tendance at the exposition was large. 
The exercises took place in the main 
hall of the auditorium. 
An official 


luncheon was tendered Judge Parker 
and Congressman McCall by the ex- 
position management immediately fol- 
lowing the conclusion of the exercises 
of the day, which were attended by a 
large number of distinguished people 
from Virginia and. other states. Judge 
Parker was at his best and spoke with 
great force and earnestness. 


Judae Parker's Address. 


Judge Parker spoke in part as fol- 


In "the view of the president the fed- 
cr.il government needs an increase or 
power—needs power which is now and 
from the beginning has been not onK 
exercised by the states but deliberate b 
retained by the states and the people 
when the national government was cie- 
atTrue there is a way to transfer that 
power from the states to the federal so\ - 
eminent if the people wish it. 
That 
would take time and labor. And again It 
mav well be that no amount of labor 
would persuade the people of the states 
to surrender their home rule powers in 
sufficient measure to meet, the views oi 
the executive as to the national necessity. 
These 
considerations 
may 
have had 
weight in determining his present action 
But be that as It may his announced 
purpose Is to obtain an increase of the 
federal power, now not through the ac- 
tion of the people hut through the action 
of the three departments of government. 
The states and the people undertook- by 


the constitution to fix the boundaries ot 
of each o fthe great departments of gov- 
ernment beyond which 
neither 
could 
pass. Upon the executive, no legislative 
or judicial power was conferred, but he 
was charged to "take care that the laws 
be faithfully executed" and to "protect 
and to defend the constitution of the 
United States." By what process of rea- 
soning the executive has reached the con- 
clu'ion, that for the various departments 


of the federal government to sieze ptwer 
not granted by the states and the- people, 
Is "to protect and defend the constitu- 
tion" I know not. That he must have 
reached It by some route, his character 
as a man, his career as an official and 
the boldness of his advocacy attests. He 
is not attempting to acquire power by 
driving the people. With perfect frank- 
ness he states what he thinks ought to 
be done and what he proposes shall be 
done. 
Time for Frank Speech. 


With equal frankness those of us who 
have widely different views, who love 
the constitution an<! revere not alone the 
memory but the wisdom of its framers, 
who believe that the powers were wisely 
distributed between the states and the

They are steadily 
at work teaching and preaching the doc- 
trines of their sect So these opposed to 
their views should sacrifice any party 
feeling and Interests and enter the lists 
as open champions of our constitutional 
system In Its Integrity.

Sentinel's Free Cook Book 


PEAS. 


Unless fresh from the vines, peas are improved by an 


hours soaking in cold water before shelling. Do not shell 
until nearly ready to cook, then add a few well washed pods 
to give .the peas flavor. If the peas are young and tender, 
the simplest way of cooking them Is best. Shell, cover with 
boiling water and cook gently with the cover partially off 
for about twenty minutas, or until tender. 
Over-cooking 


rruins peas and takes away the fresh green color which is so 
desirable. 
Some good cooks advise the addition of a little 


soda to soften and give a green color to peas, but this is not' 
advisable. If peas have reached that extremity they are only 
flt for soup, or to be cooked with pork, which tends to soften 
them. Do not salt until about half done. 
A little sugar 


may be added at the same time if the peas lack natural 
sweetness, but use it with discretion. 
When done, add 


plenty of sweet butter and, if liked, a little cream. This last 
addition is a favorite with "up-State" cooks. Epicures de- 
elare that there is a natural affinity between the flavor of 
mint and peas, and both French and English cooks usually 
add a sprtg of mint to every mess of peas.

Ills support to any other candidate. 
If he will not take it, they add, Mr. 
Hughes is likely, to be the choice and 
that would be a risky experiment, 
because then the New York governor 
would 
be 
running as 
an 
anti- 


administration nominee. 


New York continues to be the most 


important factor in the presidential 
problem of both political parties. 
Although the balance of riwer is gen- 
erally declared to have gone to the 
middle west, since the increase of 
representation brought about under 
the census of 1900 there are few po- 
litical leaders who will assent to the 
proposition that it is safe to enter on 
any political campaign on the 
as- 


sumption that New York, with its 
thirtj--nine electoral votes, is not a 
pivotal state. 


A republican iltua.ion is rapidly 


coming about in New York, according 
to politicians who have carefully in- 
quired into party 
matters, 
which 


might make the state doubtful for 
Roosevelt, Taft or Hughes. Friends 
of the president and of the governor 
are rapidly maneuvering the party 
into a situation where the outcome of 
the next state convention will be re- 
garded either as a Roosevelt or a 
Hughes defeat. 


Thus far there is no open war be- 


tween the president and the governor. 
Mr. Roosevelt would no doubt like to 
see the New York delegates for.

On the other hand, state pride is at 
work, and many would like to see 
Governor Hughes get the delegates. 


Friends Hurting Governor. 


Mr. Hughes is being 
injured by 


some of his supporters. All those for 
him are not enemies o£ the president, 
but most of the enemies of the presi- 
dent are joining the others in the 
Hughes boom. While it is being ad- 
mitted without much division that the 
republican presidential candidate who 
carries the state of New York must 
have the support of Governor Hughes, 
it is also admitted that even the gov- 
ernor, if he were nominated, would 
perhaps fail to carry the state unless 
Roosevelt said Hughes suited him. 


Thus, for the present at least, the

I claimant to the lieutenant governor- 
ship of Indiana, from the floor of the 
senaie. died Saturday evening at the 


j county hospital here after an illness 
which had leu him a helpless invalid 
for the past two years. Though Mr. 
Bulger was the man 
who 
forcibly 


seized Colonel Robertson and prevent- 
ed him from mounting to the chair of 
the presiding officer of the senate, Col- 
onel Robertson declared 
before his 


I death that he bore no persona! ill-will 
| toward Bulger, holding that as an ofS- 
i car of the state Bulger was merely 
\ executing unpleasant orders. 


Two years ago 
Mr. Bulger was 


stricken by paralysis and from that 
time until death came as a relief from 
"his sufferings he was helpless. 
Six 


v.'eeks ago ha was again stricken with 
a second paralytic stroke. 
He was 


taken to a Fort Wayne hospital r'or 
treatment for a time, but h2 was past 
medical relief and was brought back 
to Bluffton and taken to the county 
hospital to spend the remainder of his 
days. His son-in-law, Albert Gerber. 
helped take care of him while he was 
at thai institution. 


The deceased was a son of Joseph 


and Sarah Bulger and was born on a 
farm near Murray, in Lancaster town- 
ship, on July 9, 1842, and at his death 
was aged sixty-five years, two months 
and five days. He came to Bluffton 
when a young man and was employed 
during his lifetime in various occupa- 
tions. Early in life he took an active 
part in politics and was elected to 
the office of county recorder in 1SSO, 
and he filled that office for four years. 
He again received political recognition 
In 1SS7. when he received an appoint- 
ment to the position of doorkeeper of 
the senate of the state general assem- 
bly at Indianapolis. 


Famous Political Fight. 


It was during his office as 
door- 


keeper of the senate that one of the 
most interesting events of his career 
took place. In 1SS7 there was a con- 
troversy over the seating of Colonel 
Robertson, of Fort Wayne, as lieuten- 
ant governor and presiding officer of 
the senate. 
The democrats were in 


control of the senate and a caucus 
held that Robertson had been illegally 
elected, because his election had taken 
place in an off year. He went to the 
senate, however, and tried to gain an 
audience, but was not permitted to 
speak. Then he started to ascend the 
steps to the speaker's chair, but was 
warned by Mr. Bulger to stay down. 


i He had taken only about two steps, 
when he was seized by Mr. Bulger and 
' forcibly pulled from the 
steps and 


hurled back from the platform and 
would have fallen but for the fact that 
he was caught and supported by J. H. 
C. Smith, of this city, then a member 
of the senate. 
Colonel Robertson was 


not seated. 


Mr. Bulger was one of the few men 


in Wells county who 
visited every 


county in the state of Indiana during 
his lifetme. 
In the capacty of state 


agent for a historical publication he 
made a visit to every county seat. 


In his later years, until 
he 
was 


stricken with sickness. 
Mr. Bulger 


had been engaged in business in this 
city, and made his home 
with 
his 


daughter. Mrs. Albert 
r-erber. He 


leaves only the one child to mourn his 
death. 
One son. Martin, died 
two 


years ago. in consequence 
of being 


caught under a train at Fort Wayne, 
where he w.as employed as a brake- 
man. 


Mr. Bulger is survived 
by two 


brothers, Joseph and Thomas, of this 
city, and one sister, Mrs. Ciara Kess- 
ling, of Pendleton, Indiana. 


The funeral was held Monday after- 


noon at 3 o'clock at the residence of 
Mr. and Mrs. Gerber on South Main 
street, where the remains were taken 
Saturday night. Rev. A. K. Brand, of 
the Presbyterian church, had charge 
of the services and was assisted by

For Lives When Fierce 


Beasts Break Loose. 


Danville, Intl., Sept. 17.—The lives 


of scores of men, women and children 
were menaced at noon yesterday when 
a team hitched to a circus wagon ran 
away when the parade was on the 
public square. The team, which was 
hitched to the wagon containing the 
parrots and cockatoos, dashed along 
the edge of the crowd and women and 
children ran and screamed with fright. 


The 
running 
animals 
and 
the 


screams in the crowd frightened the 
other animals and the trutipethlg of 
the elephants and the roaring of the 
lions added to the excitement. 
The 


man who had charge of the camels 
lost control of the beasts and a white 
camel broke away from a keeper and 
dashed through the crowd and down 
an alley. 


No sooner had the camel been cap- 


tured and quiet restored than the noise 
of ths calliope frightened horses tied 
at the public hitching rack. 
A num- 


ber of the animals broke loose and 
several rigs were wrecked. Ten or 
twelve persons who attempted to catch 
the horses were slightly injured, but 
none was seriously hurt. 


Harry Bain, of 
Martinsville, 
the 


driver "of the team which ran away, 
was badly bruised. He succeeded in 
throwing the horses on their sides, but 
in doing so he fell from the wagon. 
He was rolled around over the pave- 
ment but finally was rescued. 


One of the horses was badly hurt 


and probably will be killed. The par- 
rots and cockatoos were not hurt, ex- 
cept that their feathers were ruffled. 
The language of the parrots during 
the excitement was one of the inter- 
esting features of the accident. 


The circus yesterday was. the first 


that Danville has had for twenty-five 
years and, despite the accident, the 
tents were crowded at both perform- 
ances. 
The circus is owned by the

Huge Finding in Favor of 


Iron and Steele Com- 


pany is Given 


Halifax, N. S., Sept. 17.—Justice 


Longley of the 
supreme 
court of 


Nova Scotia last night delivered a de- 
cision in favor of the plaintiff in the 
action brought by the Dominion Iron 
and Steel company against the Do- 
minion Coal company for the recov- 
ery of $15,000,000 damages for breach 
of contract in not supplying coal suit- 
able for metallurgical purposes. 
Jus- 


tice Longley. in concluding a lengthy 
judgment, says: 


"I think, as a matter of law, that 


the contract on its face is a contract 
to supply coal to the steel company 
for the purpose of operating an iron' 
and steel plant. I do not have to rend 
into it any implications; I have only 
to make the necessary and Inevitable 
deduction that coal to operate an iron 
ancl steel plant must be coal with 
which such a plant can be operated. 
Beteen November 1 and fl the coal 
company furnished in large quantities 


coal not reasonably free from stone 
and shale, and incapable of operating 
an iron and steel plant, and, while 
they were mining plenty of coal fit 
for such purposes, they failed to fur- 
nish in sufficient quantity such coal 
to meet the requirements of the con- 
tract. 
The coal company thereby 


committed a breach of contract and 
are responsible to .the steel company 
for all the loss and damage which re- 
sult from this breach. 


"I think the contract is still in oper- 


ation and in my judgment the best, 
indeed, the only true remedy in this 
case is the issuance of a decree re- 
quiring the coal company to perform 
the terms of the agreement." 


The defendant company will prob- 


ably appeal to the full bench of the 
supreme court of Nova Scotia, which 
meets November 19.

Standard Attorneys Pre- 


paring Plea Based on 


Alton's Immunity. 


Chicago, Sept. 17.—The $29,240,000 


Sne imposed on the Standard Oil com- 
pany by Judge K. M. Landts in the 
federal court recently will be wiped 
out of existence on a technicality if 
the schemes of the Standard Oil law- 
yers, which became known yesterday, 
are carried to fruition. 


The line of action which may result 


in the big fine becoming nothing but 
a name revolves around the decision 
of Judge Landis in me Alton immun- 
ity case, which is set for hearing on 
Sept. 24. 


In the event that the Alton is grant- 


ed the immunity which, it has been 
fully established, was promised to the 
railroad through agreement with for- 
mer Attorney General Moody, the 
Standard Oil attorneys will demand 
that Judge Landis' fine be set aside. 
The grounds for the plea will be that 
the Standard Oil lawyers should have 
been apprised of this immunity agree- 
ment in order that they might ques- 
tion the 
Alton railroad witnesses 


properly. 
"Argue That Procedure WES Illegal. 


The Standard Oil will contend that 


they should have been allowed to ask 
these railroad clerks who gave such 
full evidence in regard to rates and 
shipments and tariffs whether their 
testimony had been influenced In any 
way by the knowledge that the road 
which employed them would not suffer 
prosecution." The lawyers claim that 
the procedure in tne case was illegal 
and that it furnishes sufficient ground 
for setting aside the fine. 


Then it will be up to Judge Landis 


again, but it is asserted by those who 
have studied his attitude all through 
the case that it is improbable he would 
reverse the fine he himself imposed, 
though the judge, his friends say, is 
not pleased with the Alton's prospects 
of immunity. 


It was Judge Landis who called the 


grand jury to indict the Alton on the 
same evidence that had been used in 
the indictment against the oil corpora- 
tion—that of rebates. 
He knew noth- 


ing of the immunity agreement. That 
situation was presented to him in a 
letter from Attorney General Bona- 
parte and he gave a recess to the jury 
and put the case over until Sept. 24. 
when the jury will return to Chicago. 
The fact that Judge Landis did not 
feel right over the ,'Jton's status is 
said to form the basis of the hopes of 
the Standard Oil lawyers that he may 
grant their motion. 
Testimony That Brings Complaint 
It was the testimony of Chief Clerk 


Hollands, of the freight department 
of the Alton in Chicago, and that of 
Clerk Howard in the auditing depart- 
ment that form the main feature of 
the complaint of the Standard Oil at- 
torneys. It is this material testimony, 
they say, which they should have been 
allowed to puncture with questions 
along the line of what influence was 
exerted over the witnesses by the im- 
munity agreement 
It was largely upon the testimony 


of these two clerks that the chain of 
rebate evidence was built up by the 
government. Howard testified he had 
received the payments from the Stand- 
ard Oil company, of Indiana, on the 6 
cent rate between Whiting and East 
St. Louis. He also told of the special 
billing orders issued by Edward Bo- 
gardus. traffic manager for the Stand- 
ard Oil company, of Indiana. He was 
asked whether the 6 cent tariff had 
been filed with the interstate com- 
merce commission, but this he could 
not remember. Hollands was the man 
who told of the 6 cent rate slip being 
issued. 


Standard OH Attorneys at Work. 
Attorney John S. Miller, chief coun 


sel for the Standard Oil company, is 
credited with being the originator of 
this scheme of asking for the fine to 
be set aside. 
He and his aids have 


been working for two weeks in pre- 
paration of their brief on this subject 
It will be presented as soon as Judge 
Landis gives the immunity -decision. 
In case the railroad investigation goes 
on and the agreement of the depart- 
ment of justice is ignored the plan 
goes to smash. 
But this is not ex- 


pected. Up to the present time it has 
been understood that the Alton would 
get its immunity. Judge Landis has 
jurisdiction over the case until Dec. 1. 


These plans having become known 


to the government attorneys, a crisis 
has been reached which demands a 
conference and careful consideration. 
Even" step is potential of possible evil 
to the 
government victory 
In the 


great oil case. 


Attorney General Bonaparte will ar- 


rive in Chicago from Washington to- 
night, according to the present sched- 
ule. He will confer with District At- 
torney Sims on the Alton-Standard Oil 
situation tomorrow afternoon. 
Mr. 


Bonaparte's ostensible purpose in vis- 
iting Chicago at this time is to deliver 
a lecture at the University of Chi- 
cago.

States army is in bad shape.

navy is even worse. War clouds are 
hovering thick and fast. The posses- 
sion of the Philippines is 
bad, the 


Panama canal an embarrassment, and 
the Monroe doctrine positively a peril. 


So declares Capt. 'William V. Jud- 


son. of the corps of engineers of_ the 
United States army. 


Capt. Judson is one oJ the officers 


who were sent to Manchuria to report 
on the observations of the operations 
of the Russian and Japanese armies. 
The scenes of carnage which he wit- 
nessed appear to have had a depress- 
in!? influence upon him. 


He has just made a report to the 


war department. It is more than a 
report. IT is a lugubrious commentary 
on the awful 
hopelessne:s 
of any- 


thing. Foresees Sriameful War. 


Capt. Judson declares that only by 


adopting certain measures for the im- 
provement of the 
American 
navy 


which he outlines, can 
the 
United 


States be saved from a "shameful and 
disastrous war." 


Incidentally the captain (corps ot 


engineers) takes a fall out of mili- 
tarv attaches. He declares they are 
"less dangerous only than war corre- 
spondence," and favors the policy of 
"satiating public curiosity" about a 
nation's Svars by handing out type- 
written statements from "some official 
channel."
